Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 


1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 . 1 14, including the fee set forth 
in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 12-8-03 has been entered. 

2. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-6 and 8-9, drawn to a disposable diaper, classified in class 604, subclass 


II. Claim 7, drawn to a process for making a disposable diaper, classified in class 
156, subclass 290. 

3. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions II and I are related as process of making and product made. The inventions 
are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the process as claimed can be 
used to make other and materially different product or (2) that the product as claimed can be 
made by another and materially different process (MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case, the 
process as claimed can be used to make other and materially different products such as a diaper 
which does not have different ratios in different zones or different zones, i.e. the process could 
produce a diaper having only the stretched portion of the composite sheet forming the cover, i.e.

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the unstretched portions of the composite having been removed in the forming of the cover 
therefrom. 

4. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification which would lead to diverging 
fields of search, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

5. A telephone call was made to Mr. Michael Gzybowski on 3-17-04 to request an oral 
election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being made. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include an 
election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 CFR 
1.143). 

6. It is noted that lines 12-16 of claim 1 appear to be inconsistent with the description. It 
has been described that two zones have bonding zones and a ratio L/D where L is the length of 
the fibers extending between the bonding zones in the respective zone and D is the distance 
between the bonding zones in the respective zone. The ratio L/D of one zone being greater than 
the ratio L/D of the second zone. Claim 1 claims a ratio L/D is larger in first zone than in a 
remaining zone but defines L/D as the ratio of a length of fibers extending between a pair of 
bonding zones to the straight line distance between the same pair of bonding zones, i.e. "said 
continuous. . . a pair. . . said pair. . . said pair. . . remaining zone". However the "said" pair of 
bonding zones is only going to be in the first zone or the remaining zone and therefore L/D will 
always be greater in the zone having "said" pair of bonds since fibers of the other zone don't 
extend therebetween and L will thus always be 0 as will the ratio. Clarification is requested.
